A SEVEN-YEAR-OLD from 
Northampton has been given 
the chance of a life-time to 
become a professional 
footballer at one of the 
world’s best clubs thanks to a 
family holiday. 

Kai Fifield, who goes to Barry 
Primary School in Abington, 
was handed a trial at European 
Champions Barcelona after 
being spotted at a kick-about 
outside the Spanish giant’s 
Nou Camp stadium. 

Kai’s dad, Delaney, explained 
that the trip to the Catalan city 
was an early birthday gift for his 
son. 

He said: “He loves Barcelona 
so we arranged to go to their last 
game of the season as an early 



birthday present. They had just 
won the league so there was a 
real festival atmosphere. 

“The day after we did the 


stadium tour and then at a 
nearby five-a-side pitch Kai 
joined in with a group of 11 year 
olds and held his own. 

“I asked their coach who they 
played for and he said, 
‘Barcelona’. I was shocked.” 

The coach then offered Kai the 
chance to have a trial at the club 
for next year’s intake of the 
club’s famous Escola school 
which has produced World Cup 
winning players such as 
Andreas Iniesta, Xavi and Cesc 
Fabregas, not to mention the 
best player in the world, 
Argentinian, Lionel Messi. 

The family cancelled flights 
home to stay for the trial. 

Mr Fifield said: “I haven’t 
heard anything back from the 
club yet but they said he did 
very well. It’s not like we have

Ex-school 
with Class

A FORMER teacher has 
been jailed for looking 
after a rucksack full of 
heroin for a dealer who 
promised her drugs to 
look after it. 

Joanne Philpott, 35, was 
caught with a bag with 12 
grams of heroin which she 
was intending to supply as 
well as cocaine for 
personal use. 

On Tuesday 

Northampton Crown 
Court heard how the ex¬ 
teacher had also been 
recently jailed for 12 
weeks for shoplifting while 
on bail awaiting sentence. 

Her defence, Richard 
Holloway, explained that 


an administrative mix up 
meant that she was unable 
to get hold of her usual 
supply of methadone to 
help with her rehab¬ 
ilitation. 

He said: “She should 
have waited for the 
situation to have sorted 
itself but like most drug 
addicts she was not 
patient and with the with¬ 
drawal symptoms she 
went out and stole £230 
worth of make-up to get 
hold of £50 worth of 
heroin or methadone. She 
did not care which.” 

She was sentenced at 
Northampton Magistrates’ 
Court last month before 
being sentenced to three 
and a half years for the 
earlier possession.

Richard Holloway, 
mitigating, said: “She was 
a teacher until heroin got a 
grip on her in 2003 and 
she was going to get some 
heroin for her part in look¬ 
ing after the drugs. 

“She has been unable to 
take her drug problem 
seriously as she realised 
that she has this serious 
offence hanging over her. 

“She now understands 
that she has to get her life 
in order and will move 
away and cut off parts of 
her old life in order to do 
so.” 

Sentencing her, Judge 
Michael Fowler said: “By 
receiving some heroin 
yourself, for looking after 
the drugs, you were party 
to the supply.”

MEP gets shirty over plans 
to include European flag 
on national sporting kits 


A MEMBER of the European 
Parliament that represents 
Northamptonshire has hit out 
at plans to include the 
European flag on national 
sports kits. 

MEPs are backing calls to fly 
the EU flag at sporting events 
held in its territory and on 
national team shirts. 

The proposals state that all 
national sports teams, includ¬ 
ing football, rugby, cricket 
and the British Olympic team, 
would be forced to have the 


EU’s blue flag with yellow 
stars appear on their jerseys. 

Conservative spokesperson 
for sport in European 
Parliament, Emma McClar- 
kin, who represents the coun¬ 
ty, has called for the idea to be 
rejected. 

She said: “Sport has a special 
place in the UK and our 
national sport teams form a 
key part of our identities and 
heritage. 

“The EU has no business 
interfering in the badges worn 


on national team shirts - it is 
just another clear example of 
the EU vanity project at work. 

“The EU cannot impose an 
artificial European identity 
on us by forcing our athletes 
to wear its emblem. Can you 
imagine Wayne Rooney or 
Jessica Ennis walking out into 
the arena sporting an EU flag 
on their kit? 

“It is simply daft and, need¬ 
less to say, I will be opposing 
the plan when it is debated in 
the Parliament.”

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Road surfaces are our biggest danger 


I HAVE just read Councillor 
John McGhee’s diatribe in the 
Herald & Post of June 23 
about the County Council’s 
plans to reduce street lighting 
and I am faintly sickened at 
the shortness of his memory. 

By far the greatest danger to 
the users of 

Northamptonshire’s urban 
roads is the disgraceful state 
of their surfaces which are 
worse than any in the 
surrounding counties, as 
demonstrated by a photo¬ 
graphic survey I carried out 
some years or so ago in 
support of a petition to 
Parliament. 

This is not so much a result 
of two winters’ bad weather, 
more a result of ten or more 
years of deliberate neglect by 
the former Labour council 
administration, which delib¬ 
erately diverted funds intend¬ 
ed for roads maintenance to 
the social services budget on 
the grounds that ‘people are 
more important than roads’. 

Well, people have to use the 
roads to get to work, hospital, 
doctors’ surgeries and 
schools; HGV drivers have to 
use them to transport goods 
into and out of the county 
and the emergency services 
also have to use the roads in 
life and death situations... so 
which people are we talking 
about here? Are there any 
who do not rely absolutely on 
the safety of our roads? 

Despite the current 
council’s new, more effective 
policy for roads mainte¬ 
nance, at the current rate of 


progress pothole repairs and 
(admitted) necessary resur¬ 
facing will never restore our 
roads to the satisfactory 
condition they were in when I 
first moved to Northampton¬ 
shire in the late 1960s. 

My recent petition to 
Parliament asking for correc¬ 
tive action was supported by 
virtually all public service 
bodies, including the 
ambulance and fire services, 
taxi firms, driving schools, 
repair garages, school 
teachers, dentists, doctor’s 
practices and HGV drivers. 

Even the Chief Constable at 
the time issued a letter of 
support. 

No doubt Mr McGee is 
hoping to raise a similar 
barrage of complaint about 
street lighting . . . where the 
consequences of its 
reduction are predictions 
only, with no real life conse¬ 
quences yet apparent. 

Mr McGhee is highlighting a 
problem before it has shown 
itself and is blowing it out of 
all proportion: the road 
maintenance problem has 
been with local council tax¬ 
payers for over ten years and 
is a direct result of his party’s 
administration of the County 
Council. 

It is always good for 
councillors to be forward 
looking but they should also 
look over their political 
shoulders before raising 
panic about problems which 
have yet to materialise.

Girl left needing surgery 
after horrific sex attack

A MAN who injured a girl so 
severely she required 
emergency surgery after a sex 
attack has been jailed for 
being ‘dangerous.’ 

Edward Dawson, 31, from 
Thorplands, was jailed on 
Tuesday at Northampton 
Crown Court for 13 years and 
three months for assault by 
penetration on a girl who 
cannot be named for legal 
reasons. 

The injury to intimate body 
parts had to be operated on 
under general anaesthetic at 
Northampton General 

Hospital. 

Felicity Gerry, prosecuting, 
said that Dawson had 
originally claimed the injuries 
had been caused by accident. 

She said: “Doctors examined 
the girl whilst under general 


anaesthetic and discovered 
that there was no chance that 
the injuries could have been 
caused by accident. 

“They also discovered bruis¬ 
ing that could only have been 
caused by being held by force.” 

Judge Michael Flower 
sentenced Dawson, who had 
no previous convictions, to 
prison with an extra six years 
on licence, meaning he could 
be recalled to jail once he is 
released until 2030. 

Judge Fowler said: “This 
offence is particularly 
appalling, in which you left this 
girl with a very substantial 
injury. 

“It is some unknown perver¬ 
sion that compelled you to do 
this and it seems to me that you 
pose a substantial risk of caus¬ 
ing serious harm to young girls. 

“Taking into account all the 
details of this offence, you are 
clearly a dangerous offender.”

Animals are not 
our entertainers 


C ircus animals are now quite 
rare in this country, 
thankfully. 

It has been estimated that there 
are something in the region of 30 
of them left. 

They are not all exotic creatures 
like elephants and tigers - the 
number apparently includes five 
pigeons. 

I am utterly opposed to the use 
of wild animals in circuses - I have 
been since before the case of 
Annie, the elephant who was seen 
on video being beaten by a groom 
supposed to be looking after her. 

Like most British people I love 
animals and am nauseated by acts 
of cruelty or exploitation and, in 
the case of circuses, the obviously 
unnatural environments these 
animals perform in. 

I hope that the small percentage 
of circuses that continue this 
practice will stop without the need 
for Government intervention. 

After all there is simply no need 
for circuses to use animals 
anymore - British audiences are 
far more impressed with displays 
of human skill and athleticism such 
as can be seen with the excellent 
Cirque de Soleil. 

I accept that most animals in 
British circuses are not mistreated 


in the awful way that Annie was 
and that the vast majority of 
handlers no doubt love the animals 
under their supervision. 

However, the case is as simple as 
this - even if they are treated 
lovingly, these animals were not 
put on this earth to perform for 
our entertainment. 

It is unnatural to make them 
perform in this fashion and I want 
it to stop as soon as possible. 

I think this position can clearly be 
differentiated from zoos. 

Current zoo practice is to make 
the environment for the animals 
they care for as close as possible 
to their natural habitat and the 
breeding programmes and 
biological studies conducted by 
zoos have no doubt saved several 
species from total extinction over 


the last few decades. It is unlikely 
the Giant Panda, for example, 
would still be with us had it not 
been for the determined effort to 
help them breed in captivity. 

The Government has looked at a 
ban on circus animals in the UK 
both before and after the last 
General Election. 

There is some concern as to 
how speedily a ban can be 
implemented - there are some 
legal obstacles to be jumped - but 
I have every confidence that the 
Government will take action on 
this as quickly as they can. 

The House of Commons debated 
this subject last month and I 
signed a motion calling for the 
Government to implement a ban 
as soon as legally possible. 

In the end, a similarly worded 
motion was passed unanimously. 

With every vote in Parliament 
there are many people on both 
sides of each argument, but I am 
sure that this is one issue where 
the vast majority of the Great 
British public are on the same 
side - against the use of wild 
animals in circuses. 


After all there is simply no need for circuses to 
use animals anymore - British audiences are far 
more impressed with displays of human skill 
and athleticism such as can be seen with the 
excellent Cirque de Soleil.

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Cows get moo-dy 
when separated 
from their friends

RESEARCH produced by the 
University of Northampton has 
revealed that cows get stressed 
when separated from their best 
‘friends’. 

The study has been produced 
by PhD student Krista 
McLennan, who has been work¬ 
ing on the project at Moulton 
College’s dairy farm. 

Ms McLennan measured the 
animals’ heart rates when sepa¬ 
rated randomly or with animals 
they had developed a bond with. 

Ms McLennan said: “When 


cows have their preferred partner 
with them, their stress levels in 
terms of their heart rates are 
reduced compared with if they 
were with a random individual. 

“It might mean that it is better 
for dairy farmers to work out 
which animals have the bonds 
and keep them together when 
going through particularly stress¬ 
ful activities.” 

The research, which Ms 
McLennan has been working on 
for four years, could help 
improve the productivity of dairy 
farming. 

She added: “There is a large 
group farming system in this 


country so we might be inadver¬ 
tently separating ‘best friends’ 
for long periods of time and we 
don’t yet know how that might 
affect them in the long term. 

“If we can encourage farmers to 
keep an eye out for those cows 
which like to keep their friends 
with them, it could have some 
real benefits, such as improving 
their milk yields and reducing 
stress for the animals, which is 
very important for their welfare. 

“I've spoken to a number of 
farmers who have said they do 
notice bonds building among 
their cows and some spending a 
lot of time together.” 



Administrators in place at Diamonds 


THE future of Rushden & 
Diamonds Football Club is still up 
in the air, although its existence 
in its current state is looking 
increasingly unlikely. 

The Northamptonshire club has 
been the subject of financial 
turmoil over the last few months, 
with debts in excess of £750,000. 

The club, having already been 
expelled from the Football 
Conference, was clinging to the 
hope of an appeal but that 
collapsed earlier this week when 
talks with potential Japanese 
investors fell through. 

In a statement released this 
week the club’s CEO Steve 
Beasant said: “Monday was the 


most difficult day I have ever had 
to deal with personally and as 
CEO for Rushden & Diamonds FC 
Ltd. 

“After exhaustive negotiations 
with investors failed late on 
Sunday night, I have retracted the 
club’s appeal, via our barrister’s 
advice, details of which were sent 
to the FA yesterday, which has 
been acknowledged. 

“The appeal had huge merit and 
we anticipated a positive outcome 
but without new investment the 
club is insolvent and could not 
continue.” 

After Mr Beasant initially claimed 
the club was in receivership, 
administrators were appointed 


yesterday at the high court. The 
administrators will try to rescue 
the company if possible or 
achieve a better result for the 
creditors. 

Alan Clark of Carter Clark has 
taken on the role but immediately 
stated that the company was “not 
in a position to continue trading.” 

The future of the club will remain 
uncertain but another local club is 
looking to take advantage of the 
situation. 

Northampton Town has 
announced that it will be running 
free buses from Wellingborough, 
Rushden and Irthlingborough for 
fans looking to go and see the 
Cobblers.

PEOPLE with concerns 
about dementia are being 
told to get advice as soon as 
possible. 

During Dementia 

Awareness Week 

Northamptonshire County 
Council is offering to support 
the believed 7,000 people in 
the county suffering from the 
condition. 

The authority thinks that by 
2025, this figure is expected to 
have increased by 50 per cent. 

However, less than half of 
those currently affected by 
the condition are known to 
the council or health 
organisations. 

Councillor Robin Brown, 
county council cabinet 
member for health and adult 
social services, said: “Memory 
problems are common and as 
we get older it’s not unusual 
for people to notice that their 
memories are becoming less 
reliable. 

“This can be because of 
tiredness, stress, anxiety, 
depression and being over¬ 
worked can cause us to 
become more absent- 
minded. 


“However, sometimes 
memory loss can be an early 
sign of dementia and it’s 
important that if people are 
concerned, they go to see 
their GP sooner rather than 
later. 

“The earlier you seek help 
the better, as there may be 
support or treatment 
available that can help you.” 

Dementia is not a single 
illness but a group of 
symptoms caused by dam¬ 
age to the brain including 
Alzheimer’s disease. 

Vascular dementia is the 
second most common and 
can be caused by high blood 
pressure, heart problems, 
high cholesterol and 
diabetes. 

The county council is 
working with the NHS to 
deliver improvements to the 
services available to people 
with dementia and their car¬ 
ers in line with the priorities 
set out for action by the 
National Dementia Strategy 
‘Living Well with Dementia’.

Lewis GP rush to hit roads 


DRIVERS are being reminded 
roads will be closed as the 
county gears up for the Grand 
Prix at Silverstone. 

The A43 between Towcester 
and Syresham will be shut to 
through traffic from 
tomorrow until Sunday. 

Motorists who usually use 
the A43 are advised to find an 
alternative route, with diver¬ 
sions in place. 

And if you can avoid the A43 
completely, people are 
advised to do so as it will be 
extremely busy with race 
traffic as a large crowd is 
expected in the hope of see¬ 
ing British drivers Jenson 
Button and Lewis Hamilton 
successful on home soil. 

The A43 will be closed to 
traffic to allow the one-way 
systems to operate - it is 
anticipated that they will be 
operational from 4.30am 
(inbound) and 12.30pm (out¬ 
bound) on all three days, 
although timings may 
change. 

A police spokesman said: 
“We strongly advise anyone 
not going to the Grand Prix to 
steer clear of Silverstone for 
the duration of the meeting. 

“Diversion routes will be 



put in place to take traffic 
away from the circuit and we 
will be keeping the travelling 
public fully informed during 
the event with bulletins on 
national and local radio.” 

Temporary ‘crossover’ 
features are being added to 
the A43 by the Highways 
Agency to enable the dual¬ 
carriageway lanes to become 
one-way. 
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‘Suspicious’

ABOUT 150 people were 
evacuated from their homes 
in the early hours of Friday 
morning after a major blaze 
at a garage. 

A 200m cordon was set up 
after the fire broke out at EWX 
Auotmotive in Cecil Road, in 
the Kingsthorpe area of 
Northampton. 

Forty-five fire fighters were 
on the scene to tackle the 
inferno which involved a 
number of gas cylinders 
containing argon, oxygen, 
acetylene and propane. 

The ground floor, first floor 
and roof of the two-storey 
workshop were destroyed. 

Two other properties were 


also damaged, while a further 
six suffered blast damage. 

Nearby gardens and garden 
equipment were also 
affected. 

The cause of the fire is 
under investigation but 
police are treating it as 
suspicious. 

Officers are appealing for 
witnesses and would like to 
speak to anyone who may 
have seen a group of youths 
in the area at around 
midnight. 

Anyone who saw a white 
Fiat Punto, or similar car, in 
the area is also asked to get in 
contact.

A MAN was shot in the leg 
outside his home in what police 
have described as an 'usual 
incident’. 

The serious assault took place 
in the Briar Hill area of 
Northampton late last 
Wednesday night.

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Warning after man 
fined for junk dump

A COUNCIL has said it is 
‘pleased’ a man was fined more 
than £200 for illegally dumping 
rubbish and hope it serves as a 
warning to others. 

Andrew Fury, 22, of Southfield 
Avenue, Northampton charged a 
household in Northampton £40 
to remove waste that had accu¬ 
mulated in their garage. 

The junk was subsequently 
found abandoned in a field by 
Norton village near Daventry and 
was traced to Fury by officers 
from Daventry District Council 


(DDC). At Northampton 
Magistrates’ Court Fury was 
found guilty at a court hearing last 
month which he did not attend. 

After a warrant was issued for 
his arrest he was detained and 
taken back to court on June 16. 

He was fined £100 and ordered 
to pay costs of £100 and a victim 
support surcharge of £15. 

Councillor Daniel Cribbin, 
environment portfolio holder at 
DDC, said: “We are pleased that 
this individual was successfully 
prosecuted for illegally dumping 
rubbish following an investiga¬ 
tion by Daventry District Council 
and it will hopefully serve as a 


warning to other people thinking 
of doing the same thing. 

“Members of the public are 
reminded that they are responsi¬ 
ble for their waste and they can 
either take it to a licensed waste 
disposal site or use a registered 
waste carrier to dispose of their 
rubbish, such as a skip hire 
company.” 

People can check to see if a 
waste carrier is licensed or alter¬

Arrest after drugs raid

Local intelligence also revealed links with an 
associated address in St James Park Road 
where officers discovered another 18 fully 
grown cannabis plants and numerous already 
harvested pots, along with hundreds of pounds 
worth of hydroponics equipment. This was also 
seized and destroyed.

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Bid to cut down on nuisance at park

A TWO-month crime operation is 
underway on Northampton’s 
Racecourse aimed at tackling crime 
and anti-social behaviour during the 
summer months. 

Northampton’s north sector Safer 
Community Team is running the 
operation and a minimum of two 
uniformed officers will be dedicated to 
it each day at identified key times. 

High-visibility foot patrols will take 
place around the town’s largest area of 
green space and officers will be using 
off-road bikes, the mobile police 
station and other police vehicles to 
maximise visibility in the area. 

The operation will be complement¬ 
ing the Force’s countywide operations 
of Guardian and Nightsafe, which 
tackle serious acquisitive crime (rob¬ 
bery, burglary and vehicle crime) and 
alcohol-related crime and disorder 
respectively. 


Sergeant Martin Treen said: “The 
Racecourse is enjoyed by thousands of 
people every week and often without 
incident. 

“As the nights become lighter, 
however, there can be an increase of 
incidents reported owing to the fact 
that the park is being used for longer 
periods and by more people. 

“We will be patrolling the Racecourse 
to provide reassurance and to be on 
hand if assistance is required. 

“If you are on the Racecourse, please 
approach those officers on patrol and 
discuss any concerns and questions 
you may have in relation to the area. 

“We do advise anyone to use the 
Racecourse as a short cut at night 
time, instead stick to well-lit and used 
paths. 

“People are more vulnerable if they 
are walking at night in dimly-lit areas 
and this is crime prevention advice we 
would give generally, not just the 
Racecourse or any other park for that 
matter.”

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Reeve deals body 
blow to Salimov 

BOXING 

A STUNNING third round knockout of former 
Olympian Salim Salimov saw Nathan Reeve maintain 
the unbeaten start to his professional career at the 
Park Inn Hotel on Saturday evening. 

The Northampton super bantamweight prospect 
wore down the Bulgarian with a sustained attack to 
his body before unleashing a crunching right 
uppercut that saw Salimov fall to the canvas to be 
counted out by referee Jeff Hinds at 2.34. 

The 2004 European Championship bronze 
medallist tried switching to the southpaw stance 
and showboating in an attempt to unnerve Reeve, 
but had no answer to the 21-year-old’s pre-fight plan 
of going to the body early on. 

“I’m really happy with the result because of what 
he achieved at amateur level and he took British 
flyweight champion Ashley Sexton the distance over 
six rounds,” said the former Far Cotton Boys 
amateur. 

“I went down [to the body] from the first bell and 
to start with he was taking it well. I was thinking, ‘Is 
he feeling this?’, but when I went back to my corner 
they told me he was tiring from it and to keep it up. 

“He was switching southpaw and I was taking a 
step back to try and think because it’s a completely 
different game plan when you are fighting 
southpaws, but my corner told me not to give him a 
breather and to keep attacking him. 

“I hit him with a right and left to the body and then 
caught him on the chin with the uppercut. As soon 
as he went down, I knew he wasn’t going to get back 
up from it.” 

It was a good night for the town’s other boxers 
who were in action, with featherweight Ash Lane 
and light heavyweight Liam Daly both recording 
points victories in their respective contests. 

Lane faced a rematch of his first pro contest 
against Ryan McNicol after his scheduled opponent 
withdrew earlier in the week - their previous 
encounter having been halted in the second round 
due to a severe cut above Lane’s left eye. 

Straight from the first bell it was an all-out toe-to- 
toe war, with both fighters raining in punches in 
bunches. Lane opened up a small cut above 
McNicol’s left eye in the second, but was also cut 
himself by the right eye in the same round. 

Unlike their previous bout, that did not stop Lane 
and he claimed the first win of his pro career with 
referee Hinds giving the southpaw all four rounds, 
much to the disgust of Glasgow’s McNicol [2[2]-9-2] 
who clearly felt he deserved something. 

The British Boxing Board of Control has since 
nominated the contest as one of three for Midlands 
Area fight of the year so far. 

Daly was up against durable Doncaster 
journeyman James Tucker, who looked better than 
his pre-fight 3[l]-39-3 record suggests. 
Nevertheless, Daly rose to the challenge. 

The former Kings Heath amateur took a patient 
approach, working well behind the jab and picking 
his shots to improve his pro record to 3-0 by taking 
all four rounds on referee Hinds’ scorecard. 

The evening closed with Jamie Spence being 
presented with his British Masters light 
welterweight belt that he won against Kristian 
Laight back in April. Spence now looks set to defend 
that title in September. 


Skipper Hall stuck in 
‘recurring nightmare’

AT THE start of the Friends Life t20, the 
question on everyone’s lips was where had it 
all gone right for Northamptonshire. They 
sat proudly atop of the LV= County Champi¬ 
onship Division Two and second in 
Clydesdale Bank 40 Group B, still the only 
unbeaten team in the country. 

To say then that their experience in this 
year’s FLt20 has been a chastening one would 
be something of an understatement. After 11 
games the Steelbacks remain rooted to the 
foot of the North Division with just one win 
and four points - two of which came from 
matches abandoned due to rain. 

It was not meant to be this way. Northants 
have excelled in the game’s shortest format, 
reaching the quarter finals in five of the 
previous six seasons, including a trip to the 
finals day at Edgbaston in 2009 where they lost 
out to eventual winners Sussex Sharks in a 
close-fought semi. 

“It’s like a recurring nightmare for us at the 
moment,” said captain Andrew Hall after his 
side suffered a six wicket defeat against East 
Midlands rivals Leicestershire Foxes at Grace 
Road on Sunday. 

“We keep doing the same things every single 
game and the annoying fact is that we talk 
about it, but just haven’t seemed to rectify it. 

“We keep losing wickets at inopportune 
times, when guys are getting set they get 
20 or 30 and no-one seems to be 
getting a decent score for us. 

“When it comes to the back 
end of the innings, we are left 
with one or two guys trying 
to play a few lusty blows. 

“Last year, teams were 
under pressure and we 
could look to work the 
ball around before we 
had to have a go. 

“You lose a couple of 
wickets and you get 
new guys in at the 
crease with no runs on 
the board, then you

After four days without a game, Northants 
return to action tomorrow night when they 
host Nottinghamshire Outlaws under the 
floodlights, which is followed by the final 
Twenty20 home game against Lancashire 
Lightning next Tuesday. 

Although things have not gone as planned 
in the FLt20, skipper Hall urged his team¬ 
mates to remain positive with the second 
half of the County Championship and CB40 
still to come.

Over the winter, he stepped up to replace Tonio 
Liuzzi and is now looking forward to being in the 
thick of the action at his home Grand Prix. 

“Coming to Silverstone as a Formula One driver 
will feel very special,” di Resta [pictured right] 
said. “It’s going to be one of the highlights of the 
season and a very busy weekend. 

“I remember last year that the atmosphere was 
just incredible. 

“The British fans love Formula One, the 
grandstands are always packed and the whole 
place feels alive. I can’t wait to feel that buzz 
again this year.” 

Di Resta would love nothing more than to 
emulate fellow Scottish racers Jim Clarke, Jackie 
Stewart and David Coulthard in winning the race, 
but this year the immediate target is a top ten 


qualifying position and a points finish. It is also a 
venue that di Resta has little experience of, 
saying: “Silverstone is not a track where I’ve 
raced at much in the past.

“So when I drove in free practice last year it 
was my first experience of the full Grand Prix 
circuit.

Cobblers boss Johnson has previously signed 
the midfielder during his spells in charge of Yeovil 
Town and Peterborough United. 

And when he became aware of Davies’ 
imminent release by Peterborough, he was quick 
to make contact and snap him up for a third time. 

Davies said: “I’ve signed for him twice before 
and he obviously likes something in me as well. 
Last year when he played me it was working well. 

“He’s a good manager, he’s been successful, I 
know the aim for this year will be promotion and 
that’s what I want. 

“I want to win things and try to play at as high a 
level as I possibly can. 

“He’s relentless in wanting to win and wanting 
to improve players, and I think he has got the 
best out of me. 

“When I first went to Yeovil, I was a young lad 
and he turned me into a good player.

GARY Johnson admits he is struggling to keep calm 
ahead of the new season because of the high quality 
of players that he believes he has brought to 
Northampton Town. 

Despite finishing 17th in League Two during the 
2010/11 season, the Cobblers manager has his sights 
set firmly on promotion after completely overhaul¬ 
ing the squad at his disposal. 

Along with bringing back defenders Byron Webster 
and Nana, who were on loan at Sixfields last term, 
Johnson has brought in midfielders Paul Turnbull 
and Arron Davies, striker Jake Robinson and re¬ 
signed fans’ favourite Adebayo Akinfenwa. 

“My wife keeps saying don’t get excited and I keep 
telling the chairman to stop getting excited, but 
looking at it I can only get excited because I enjoy 
working with good footballers,” he said. 

“You’ve got to have the mental capacity as well as 
the physical one, so we’ve got to get them into a 
machine over pre-season so it becomes a team that is 
really difficult to beat and will fight tooth and nail to 
make sure this club goes to the next level. 

“I always say to the lads to take winning and losing 
out of the equation. All you’ve got to do is do your 
best.. .and if they’re doing their best then I think we’ll 
be good enough.” 

Turnbull and Davies joined from Stockport County 
and Peterborough United respectively last week, 
while Johnson is also running the rule over several 
trialists as he works to add to the squad. 

He said: “We’re very pleased with the quality that we 
have brought in, we’re pleased that the puzzle has 
come together and the one thing we have got is some 
decent footballers.

“I think I’ve managed to bring in the types of 
players that I need to play my game which is now our 
game.

That has left Paul Walker as the only senior stopper 
at the club, with Johnson confirming he has taken a 
Bermudian international and a Cypriot Under-21 
keeper on trial. 

He has also not ruled out bringing back Steve Collis, 
who played during Dunn’s injury-enforced absence 
at the end of last season, but added that he is looking 
elsewhere. 

Johnson said: “There are a couple of goalkeepers 
out there that we can take on a year’s loan, but I’d pre¬ 
fer to take someone that is ours. 

“Steve Collis is always there and I like him, but he’s 
29 years old now and he needs to be certain of play¬ 
ing in the first team every week. 

“I think he needs to go somewhere where he is earn¬ 
ing a little bit for himself because he’s only got a few 
years left, although goalkeepers go on a bit longer. 

“I’ve given him the opportunity to look around but 
we’ll see what happens.”

New diffuser rule could put 
the brakes on Vettel charge

CAN anyone catch defending world 
champion Sebastian Vettel? That is 
the question that the rest of Formula 
One is asking ahead of Sunday’s 
British Grand Prix at Silverstone. 

With the 2011 season approaching 
the midway point, the German has 
amassed a 77 point lead over his 
nearest challengers by winning all but 
two of the nine races so far. 

Currently Britain’s Tenson Button 
and Vettel’s Red Bull Racing team¬ 
mate Mark Webber, who won at 
Silverstone last year, are both trailing 
in his wake on 109 points. 

Button and McLaren team-mate 
Lewis Hamilton are the only other 
two drivers to claim race victories this 
year as Vettel has swept aside all¬ 
comers. 

However, recent changes to the 
technical regulations that come into 
effect this weekend may well throw a 
spanner into the works and temper - 
if not entirely halt - Red Bull’s charge. 

The controversy has surrounded the 
off-throttle blown diffusers at the rear 
of the cars, which create downforce 
by channelling exhaust gas over the 
rear diffuser even when drivers are off 
the throttle. 

FIA technical delegate Charlie 
Whiting led the campaign against 
such devices and successfully argued 
that they infringe Article 3.15 of the FI 
technical regulations. 

That section states: “Any car system, 
device or procedure which uses, or is 
suspected of using, driver movement 
as a means of altering the aerodynamic 
characteristics of the car is prohibited.” 


Red Bull have utilised this most 
effectively on their RB7 car and 
recently their motorsport advisor 
Helmut Marko conceded the ban is 
expected to cost them half a second a 
lap. 

RBR design guru Adrian Newey has 
also hit out at the decision this week, 
saying he is “baffled” by the ban being 
brought in halfway through the 
season. 

He said: “We’ll be quite heavily 
affected because our car was 
designed around the exhaust. 

“So it might be that it’s going to be 
more of a hit for us, but it’s very 
difficult to forecast. 

“It’s also a difficult time of the year 
because this is when we are looking at 
next year’s car as well. 

“In a normal development cycle you 
split your resources at this time of 
year, but suddenly this year’s resource 
has extra workload to cope with. 

“Through the organisation there is 
extra load for something that was 
unexpected.” 

Williams, Virgin and HRT - the 
latter of whom have been vociferous 
in their opposition to it - are the only 
teams that were not using the 
technology before the ban came in, 
which means most are likely to be 
affected. Whatever the case, Vettel will 
be hoping to repeat his success on the 
circuit’s old layout in 2009 as he looks 
to extend his advantage over the 
chasing pack. 

Hamilton was the last British winner 
the year before, while Button has yet 
to finish on the podium in his home 
Grand Prix. His best finish is fourth in 
2004 with Honda and last year. 

Force India’s Paul di Resta is racing 


for the first time in FI at Silverstone, 
which is just a stone’s throw away 
from the team’s headquarters. 

This weekend will also see the FI 


debut for the new £27million pit and 
paddock complex - the impressive 
Silverstone Wing. 

It sees the start line moved from 


being between Woodcote and Copse 
corners to between Club and Abbey, 
leading into the Arena section which 
was introduced last year.
